4 Year Ending March 1, 1886. 


~ School Report. 


With the termination of the present school year 
_the system known as the “school district system,” 
terminates also. The provisions for the manage- 
ment of schools, under the old and the new laws, 
are so materially different that any suggestions 
based upon an examination into the practical opera- 
tion of the old law, would possess no considerable 
value, since, before this report goes to press it will 
have become obsolete. For a similar reason the 
hoary custom “honored”, possibly more in the 
“breach than the observance”, of dividing, sub-divid- 
ing, annexing and disannexing districts, in each 
annual school report by.a few strokes of the com- 
mittee-man’s facile pen, will not be followed. Of 
one thing however, I do wish tospeak: The great 
crying, almost universal] evil pervading our system 
of school management is a lack of good wholesome 
discipline. Probably at no time since the organiza- 
tion of the district system have teachers been so 
well equipped for imparting knowledge, as at pres- 
ent, and apparently, at no time during the same 
period, have they been so meagrely equipped, for 
preserving order while they are doing it. The peo- 
ple are in a great measure responsible for this un- 
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healthy state of things. They have created and 
fostered an exagerated idea as to the evils of cor- 
poral punishment. Scholars are fed upon the doc- 
trine that a teacher who punishes with the ferule is 
a malfactor, and not to be tolerated in any commu- 
nity. The teacher who, when he deems it necessary ~ 
to the proper government of his school ventures up- 
on harsher discipline than a half hour’s probation in, 
the corner, or a detention from the afternoon’s re- 
cess, find no market for his services. The result is 


lawless, unruly, disorderly schools, which the excel- ~~ 
Ne y 


lent instruction given do not rescue from at least 
partial failure. There is a close afhnity between 
“Heaven’s first law’, and that which should obtain 
inaschool room. Ido not advocate a return to 
_the old barbaric custom of waging sanguinary battle 
every time a scholar is guilty of a misdemeanor, but 
I do advocate an abandonment of this namby pam- 
by, sentimental, pestiferous notion that scholars 
must not, (however richly they deserve it) be sub- 
jected to corporal punishment. Middle ground, 
between the methods of the old-time master, who 
“taught well and thrashed better”, and the more re- 
cent growth, who “teaches well” and does not 
thrash at ad/, will produce infinitely better results 
than either extreme. No person should be employ- 
ed as a teacher, whatever his other qualifications, 
who does not believe in good order, and strict desci- 
pline to enforce it; using always judgment and good 
sense, in the administration of penalties. Let it be 
understood that good order is absolutely essential to 
profitable school work, and that if necessary reason- 
ably severe measures will be invoked to secure it, 
and occasions for vigorous punishment will seldom 
—arise. Unless such a sentiment does prevail in and 
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out of the school room, no school can reach a _ high 
degree of excellence; scholars will become diligent, 
not in “good works”, but in all varieties of petty 
villiany, and a vast deal of good money is thrown 
away. | 


Herein of Schools and their Teachers. 


District No. 2, Satmon Hore.—This school is 
still in progress, and a statistical report cannot be 
given. There have been three terms during the 
year, two of ten weeks each, and one of twelve, 
each taught by Miss Ardelle McIntire. The school 
room, especially during the winter term, has been 
very much crowded, and of course the teacher has 
labored under disadvantages for this reason. Not- 
withstanding this, three profitable terms may be set. 
to Miss McIntire’s credit. 


District No. 3, Nortru Lispon.—The summer 
term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Alice Sher- 
man. It was a very valuable term for the district. 
Miss Sherman is a most excellent teacher. Itisa 
great loss to the community that her health is such 
that she is unable to follow that vocation for which 
she is so well adapted by nature and training. The 
winter term is in progress at the time of going to 
press. It is being taught by Mrs. Capitala Ryan. 
‘There seems to have been some feeling in the dis- 
trict, which has operated to make the attendance 
small. Just what the difficulty has been it is not 
possible to ascertain. Mrs. Ryan seems to have 
kept a reasonably good — school. She was 
perhaps unfortunate in her choice of a field for her 
labor. 
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District No. 4, Mink Ponp.—The spring term 
of eight weeks was taught by Miss Blanche East- 
man. This was Miss Eastman’s first school, and 
as such, was successful. Experience will make Miss 
Eastman a useful teacher. She should learn to 
“push” her schoola little more. The fall term and 
the winter term of eight and ten weeks respectively, 
were taught py Miss Julia E. Glazier. This was 
also Miss Glazier’s first effort. Her methods of 
instructions are good, and a little closer attention 
of the descipline and government of her school, and 
and an appreciation of the necessity for good order, 
will render her very efficient in the school room.. 
She did not receive the co-operation of that portion 
of her school from which she had a right to expect 
it. Her older scholars, those with whom she had 
taken great pains, deserted her at the time of her 
closing examination. Notwithstanding this, her 
examination was very creditable, and the school 
seems to have done good work. There are some 
scholars in this disirict who, apparently, entertain 
the notion that the sole duty of the teacher is to at- 
tend to theirinstruction exclusively. They should 
disabuse their minds of this idea. The duty of the 
teacher is very clearly defined, as are also the 
branches she is required to teach. If there are any. 
scholars in any of our districts so far on the road 
to a liberal education that they derive no _ benefit 
from attending the town schools, they should re- 
member that Vassar and Harvard are still in active 
operation, with an efficient corps of instructors, 


District No. 5, Core.—Only one term has been 
had in this district during the year, taught by Miss 
Nellie C. Fletcher, and lasting eleven weeks, Miss

Fletcher seemed to be well qualified so far as her 
scholarly attainments were concerned, but possess- 
ed no faculty for imparting knowledge or govern- 
ing her school. 


No. 6, Goopnow District.—Miss Bertha Hil- 
dreth has taught three very successful terms in this 
district during the year. Miss Hildreth isa natural 
teacher, and all three of her terms in the Goodnow 
district have been profitable to pupils and most 
creditable to teacher. 


No. 7, CenTER District.—There have been two 
terms in this district. The summer term, taught by 
Miss May Aldrich. Although this was Miss Al- 
drich’s maiden effort, she had one of the best schools 
in town. She is a thorough teacher, and will suc- 
ceed should she elect to follow teaching as a pro- 
fession. The winter term is stillin progress. Miss 
Hattie C. Poor, teacher. The last visit to the 
school discloses the fact that the school is doing 
exceptionably well. Excellent progress has been 
made, and the instruction 1s thorough. Miss Poor 
has all the qualifications which characterize the suc- 
cessful teacher. . 


District No. 8, StREETER.—This district has had 
two terms, the summer term of eight weeks, taught - 
by Miss Addie H. Spooner, was quite a successful 
term. The closing examination showed that the 
teacher had done good conscientious work. The 
winter term of twelve weeks was taught by Miss 
Marion J. Bowles. This we’have no hesitation in 
_ saying was the best school the town has had during 
the entire school year. It was absolutely beyond 
criticism. Miss Bowles is a model teacher; her

descipline is perfect, her methods the best. She 
aught not to confine her labors to a district school. 


District No. 9, GEORGEVILLE.—The years work 
has been made up of two terms in this district, both 
taught by Miss Geneva G. Barbour. A satisfactory 
year’s work was accomplished by Miss _ Barbour. 
Her duties were discharged faithfully and conscien- 
tiously. 


District No. 11, WALKER Mie tae terms in 
this district. Summer term taught by Miss Lavira 
M. Noyes. Miss Noyes is well qualified to teach, 
-except for the fact that she labors under a natural 
disadvantage. Her hearing is slightly defective, 
and her scholars was not quite as orderly and quiet 
as could be desired, although she was not con- 
scious of it. She strove earnestly and honestly, and 
as far as her instruction went, her efforts were rea- 
sonably successful. ‘The winter term was kept by 
Miss Anna M. Swasey. She is a well equipped 
teacher and did good work. She should look a 
little more sharply after the descipline of her next 
school. 


It should be remarked generally that very great 
improvement has been made in reading, throughout 
the town. Ordinarily we think teachers pay too 
little attention to this most important branch. It 
may be passed to the credit of the 1885-6 teachers, 
that they were not open to this criticism.
